Rejections u nder 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by Krumhar and 
Beos-gien -\r n '•■ y > i \ erse these rejections. 

independent claim 1 is directed to a fat composition of high purity diglyceride 
comprising 85% to 99.9% by weight of diglyceride containing 0.1 to 80% by weight of 
conjugated linoletc acid. However, Krurnhar and Bofisignore fail to teach or suggest the claimed 
spectik weight ratio of diglycerides containing conjugated linoleic acid. 

Further, the churned invention has a higher content of diglyceride as compared to 
Krumhar and Bonsignore. More specifically, the primary constituent of the claimed invention is 
■diglyceride of conjugated linoleic acid (CIA) while the contents of the monoglyceride and 
triglyceride are low. However, the primary constituent of Krumhar and Bonsignore is 
triglyceride of CIA, and the contents of the monglyeeride and especially diglyceride are low. In 
more detail see paragraph [0033 ] of Bonsignore, disclosing that CLA-TG (triglyceride of CIA)

However, Krumhar considers CLA-TG to be preferred constituent in the composition, In 
more detail, see ce 5, sixth paragraph of Krumhar, statin^ w gH^e-iCc--- r>u0 i _ fsvm 
esterificaiion of CLA with glycerol may .comprise mono-, di- or triglycerides of a mixture 
thereof, but triglycerides are preferred. Therefore, like Bonsignore, Krumhar fails to teach or 
suggest the claimed range of CLA-DG 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that independent claim 1 is allowable.
